The transformer is old and 
outdated and needs to be replaced.

The control panel and 
sallyport are beyond reasonable repair.  Replacement parts are no longer available or 
must be made by special order.  The window glazing is substandard and scratched, 
creating a security risk for the prison.  These repairs are needed in order to avoid an 
attempted escape.
